Lendon News Finds the Wilson Note 
Eminently Friendly. 

Special Cable to Tome NEW YORK Timea. 

LONDON, Friday, Jan, 1,—The Daily 
News, in an editorial this morting, says: 

“The full text of the American note 
confirms the impression that in phras- 
ing and in temper it is eminently friend- 
ly, nor is that all. President Wilson has 
not, except in one particular, tried to 
formulate principles of international law 
different from those adopted by thé 
British Government during this°war, 

“What his criticism is directed 
against is our Administration rather 
than our policy. Now, in regard to 
this, it ought not to be difficult to give 
the Presitent the information he asks 
for, making good our action or to cor- 
rect our procedure where remediable 
grievance and hardship can be demon- 
strated. 

“The one difference of principle may 
not be quite so easy of adjustment. 

“It is the treatment of conditional 


stuffs. We have departed from our old 
practice of stopping cargoes of food- 
stuffs only when destined for the ene- 
my‘s orces, and are stopping them even 
when they might be used for the civil 
population. It might be argued that

Notwithstanding the depressed finan- 
cial conditions the past year, the New 
York Athletic Club, according to its 
forty-sixth annual report issued to the 
members yesterday, enjoyed the most 
prosperous year of‘ its existence during 
1914. The statement of the Board of 
Governors ‘concludes with the gist of 
the entire report in the matter-of-fact 
statement that “all the departments 
aré in the bést possible condition.’ In 
athletics as well as in financial mat- 
ters, the year ending Nov. 30 was a ban- 
ner one for the Mercury Foot Club. The 
track and field representatives of the 
West Fifty-ninth | Street’ organization 
won ‘thefr usual quota of, American 
championships, while a small band of 
their best athletes, including Homer 
Baker, Wesley. Oler, Jr., W. F. Potter, 
and John Harbison; went to England 
last Summer, and in the British cham- 
Pionships at Stamfordbridge Grounds, 
annexed two first places, two seconds, 
and one third position. 

The Treasurer's report shows that 
during the past year a profit of $32,775 
was obtained by the club in its var- 
ious departments. Athletics, in all its 
branches, represented a net loss of more 
than $26,000, but this.is only a small 
amount above the sum the New York 
club annually expects to expend for its 
sports. The deficit, -too, is somewhat 
smaller than last year. 

One of the outstanding features of 
Treasurer Martin S. Paine’s statement 
is the retiring of the debenture bonds of 
the club, amounting to $125,000, which 
were not due to be taken up until De- 
cember, 1915. 


is was accomplished by the use of 
the sinking fund accumulated in pur- 


dent and life membership initiation fees 
were temporarily reduced. ._ The mem- 
bership enrollment increased 605 during 
the twelve months, bringing up the to- 
tal membership to 5,031, against last 
year’s figures of 4,426. 

The membership of the club, exclu- 
sive of the 190 athletes, is made up of 
the following divisions: Honorary, 6; 
life, 512; resident, 3,486; non-res dent, 
606; army and navy, 77: associate, 21; 
sons of members, 22; junior, 111. Dur- 
ing 1914. 118 resident members were 
transferred to life membership. 

It was disclosed by the Governors’ re- 
port that Mike Donovan, who was re- 
tired as boxing instructor after thirty 
years of active service, received more 
than $4,500 from the testimonial tend- 
ered him a short time ago. This money 
was placed in trust.

All of these changes,. which have com: 
pletely transformed the Times Square 
of ten years ago, with its many archaic 
structures reminiscent of the days when 
Broatlway north of Forty-second Street 
was still associated with the rural at- 
mosphere of the old Bloomingdale Road, 
have enhanced the value of property to 
a remarkable degree. According to the 
location, and influenced to some extent 
‘by the nature of the. improvements, the 
assessed valuation of real estate around 
limes Square has increased all the way 
from 50 to 250 per cent. The following 
table of a few of the more: important 
plots with their buikdings, showing the 
assessed valuation for 1905 and the fig- 
ures. for 1915 as recently fixed by the 
Tax Department, furnishes some inter- 
esting facts regarding the Times Square 
realty changes within ten years:

One of the most striking 
contrasts is furnished in the plot on the 
southeast corner of Broadway and 
Forty-third Street occupied by the 
twelve-story.Fitzgerald Building and the 
Cohan Theatre. In 1905 this was as- 
sessed at $475,000, the old wooden shacks 
Standing there having no tax value, The 
land assessment to-day is $1,675,000, an 
actual reality increase of 253 per cent.

NEW ONES BEING PLANNED 


In Ten Years the Number Has in- 
creased from Seventeen—Millions 
of ‘Dollars Invested. 


In the ten years following the ‘erec- 
tion of the Times Bu'lding the Times 
Square district. has ‘ become the: the- 
wtrical centre of the world.’ There are 
more theatres in this section of New 
York than in any other city. in the 
world, and during a busy theatrical sea- 
son moré people attend ‘the’ theatres 
every night. In the Times Square dis- 
trict than attend all of the theatres in 
London and Paris combined. 

And following the theatres, into the 
Times Square district have come, .on 
the. crosstown .streets, the innumerable 
emalk...specialty.. stores whieh - cater 
largely te the. women. buyers ..who .are 
attracted to the district.on the after- 
noons when metinées are) given in the 
playhouses. On’Broadway' and. on Sev- 
enth Avenue there aré naturally many 


of these smaller shops, but on the sidef 


streets, where rents are cheaper, the 
humber is almost I:mitléss. 

In the block just west’ of the Times 
Building are nine large. theatres—the 
Victoria, - Republic; Lyric, Néw  Am- 
sterdam, Liberty, °.Eltinge, . Harris, 
Candler, and American, and: most of 
these were built following the announce- 
merit that THE TIMES would erect the 
great building at Broadway, Seventh 
Avenue, and Forty-second | Street. 

Directly east of the’ Times Building 
is the George M, Cohan Theatre,. built 
since THE TIMES moved.uptown, while 
to the north are no less than seventeen 
first-class. playhouses which. came into 
the Times.Square district with or aoe 
the’ Times Building:

South of the Times Building the new 
theatres are, naturally, not so numerous, 
but there are several first+class show 
houses which have been built within 
the ten years. These are the Maxine 
Elliott, Comedy, ‘Thirty-ninth’* Street, 
and Princess. The older theatres to the 
south are the Empire, Knickerbocker, 
Broadway, and Casino. 

Further to the east is the Hippodrome, 
one of the largest playhouses. in. the 
world, . and, -skirting the edge of the 
T.mes Square district, is bee d Park, ‘at 
Columbus Circle. 

In addition, plans have. already been 
filed for two néew theatres within the 


shadow of the Times Building, and ef- 


forts- are being made to Promote: an-

The seating: capacity’ of the theatres. 
in the Times Square district is almost

Oscar Hammerstein, builder ofe four 
theatres around Times Square ang, one 
of the pioneer theatrical managers in 
the district, says that over one hundred 
million dollars are invested in theatres 
and theatrical enterprises with'n..a 
stone’s throw. of the Times Building. 
“The Times Square district is the great- 
est theatrical district in the. world,” 
said Mr. Hammerstein. ‘‘ Where else 
will there ever be such .a block fon 
theatres as that on Forty-second Street 
between Broadway and Highth Avenue?‘ 
There are eight ‘ first-class” théatres in 
that one. block and one large popular- 
priced show house. 

““Every night there are enough’ elec-+ 
tric lights burning ,in the signs in, front 
of these nine playhouses to light many. 
a small: town, and’ in dn average year 
fifteen thousand people, attend these 
nine theatres every night.” Fifteen thtou- 
and persons aré a great many to bring | 
into one block every night, and about | 
8 o'clock at night and .again at. 11; 
Times Square is the ‘busiest. spot on 
earth. Most of. these people pay. .$2 
apiece for their seats;-and-it is»safe to 
say that $200,000 is spent every’ weck 
for theatre tickets. for shows In_theatros 
between Broadway and Bighth Avenue.”

final, for there remain the insurance and the credit of the suffering 
owners. Neither Belgium nor Servia canbe said tobe ,annihilated so 
long as a productive soil remain to them with porte to work it.

-‘Oné déath that will be remembered 
as léng as men live ofi earth was that 
of Archduke FRaNcis FERDINAND and 
his wife, the Duchess of HonENBURG, 
by assassination at Sarajevo, . The 
déath of Admiral A. T. MaHan, who 
wrote and taught more . effectively 
than any other about the mighty arm- 
ing of the nations, and inculcated his 
philosophy of fleets and forces “in be- 
ing,” followéd the outbreak of war; 
Pope Pius -X. .sudécumbed  deplor- 
ing the world conflict; King CHARLES 
I. of Rumania died without knowing 
the part his kingdom may yet play in 
the war); while the aged Francis Jo- 
stPx of Austria lingers alive at the 
saddest period of his kingdom’s his- 
tory.

TEN YEARS OF TIMES SQUARE. 

Ten years ago today Tuk Tiaites 
moved from Park Row to ‘Times 
|Square:” Tt explained in the paber ‘is- 
sued.on that fitst of January that it’ 
made this move because its expanding 
‘business demanded “more room and 
better accommodations.” The Times 
Bullding in Times Squaré was erected 
té meet this need. With a new plant 
and ‘an’ entirely modern -equipment 
THE “Times settled itself in ‘its «new 
home with the comfortable feeling. of 
one who takes possession of a dothicile |.) 
in which he expects to spend the re- 
mainder of his days. It did indeed 
seem at that time that the provision 
made for present need. and. future 
growth was ‘ample. In less thati five 
years the comfortable feeling 6f' se. 
curity and permanence was troubled 
by Goubts that spebdily became cer- 
tainties. Tur TIMES was rapidly out- 
stowing its new building, again it 
was forced to seek “more room and 
better accommodations.” So a sité was 
purchased in West Forty-third Street 
and The Times Annéx Building was 
erected in the shadow of the. Tower 
Building. To this new Horie, the sixth 
THE TrMEs has occupied since its 
foundation, the paper was transférred 
in February, 1913; and agafh there 
was a new plant with the most mod- 
ern machinery and’ every accessory of 
equipment and “installation which ex- 
périence or foresight could suggest. 

Forésight is one of the least depend- 
able of man’s powers. ‘When TRE 
Times moved Uptowh on Jati. 1, 1905, 
it was altogethér confident of growth 
it foresaw and had provided for an 
éxpansion of its circulation and busi- 
ness. But it could not foresee either 
the rate or thé volume of the incfease, 
It ‘is forced to confess, with a dué 
sense of humiliation, that it Was short- 
sighted when it assumed -and believed 
that the new Timés Building would 
meet its needs for an indéfinite time 
to come. In that building it Was pos- 
sible to print and issue comfortably 
about 200,000° copies of the papér 
daily. ‘That Mmit had been réached 
two ‘years ago, when the paper was 
transferred to the Annex Building. 
The growth of THE Times in thik téfh- 
year period is a véry remarkable fact 
in newspaper eee - Here are the 
figures:

The increase is 193,666, not fat from 
200 per cent. There has been & pro- 
portionate growth in the business of 
the paper. With a circulation of 
300,000 daily and Sunday, THE TIMEs 
closed yesterday the bést business 
twélvemonth in the sixty-three yéars 
of its history, although- 1914 was a 
year of war and widespread trade de- 
pression. 

These figures and facts of growth 
have a significance, wé think, some- 
what broader than that involved in 
what we may call their personal ap- 
plication to Tir Times itself. The 
meaning of them is,worth somé atten- 
tion. In a talk before thé confefence 
of instructors in the departments of 
journalism of the various colleges and 
universities of the country at the New 
York University yesterday Dr. ALBERT

EXPLAINS MININUM PRICES. 


Committee Says sie They? Will Not Be 
“Used to Valorize: Market. 


The Committee on Minimum Prices: of 
the Stock Exchange Stated yesterday 
that. considerable misapprehension had 
gone abroad as the purpose of main- 
taining minimum price restrictions, and 
this explanatory statement, was issued : 

Owing to the uncertain position incident 
to the war, and the abnormal condition of 
the foreign markets, it has been deemed 
wise to guard inst a sudden demoraliza- 
tion of prices that might come with some 
unlooked-for news. Minimum pricés furnish 
this saf ard by arresting a panicky de- 
cline automatically. 

It is not the intention, however, that 
minimum prices. should be used to valorize 
or sustain the market at any arbitrary 
level, a8 such a procedure would lead to the 
establishment of an unregulated outside 
market if the natural trend were ignored. 
It is, therefore, the object of the commit- 
tee to keep minimum prices as far “ pos- 
sible in. conformity with supply and de- 
mand. while at the same time usin a 
as a check against voforeseen pan:
